pears timely and authentic. Technical and 
unusual words are explained in context. 
There is no pronunciation guide. Each vol- 
ume contains a short foreword by a lead- 
ing scientist. 

An index appears at the end of each 
volume. These indexes are fairly adequate 
although some inconsistencies and weak- 
nesses were noted; for example, in The 
Earth’s Story the following topics, given 
fairly good coverage in the text, are not 
indexed: Convection Currents, Nautiloids, 
and Seymouria; in The Way of the Weath- 
er the following entries lead to no specific 
information: Arizona, Denver, Kansas, and 
Pennsylvania; in Planets, Stars and Space 
the entry Fingerprints of the Sun is mean- 
ingless. Page numbers in boldface type 
show full treatment of a subject, except 
in The Earth’s Story where no differen- 
tiation is made. There is sparse use of see 
references. 

The Creative Science Series is not de- 
signed as a set of textbooks; therefore, the 
material does not conform to any vocabu- 





lary grade norms. An informal examina- 
tion of the set indicates that the vocab- 
ulary level is generally sixth to ninth 
grades. The visual 
interest to all ages—primary grades to 
adults. 

The volumes seem sturdily bound in 
maroon cloth and are attractive in format. 
The paper appears durable. The print is 
clear and well spaced. The text and illus- 
trations in two of the volumes, The Earth’s 
Story and Atoms, Energy and Machines, 
are printed in brown-tone. Those in The 
Way of the Weather are in black and white 
with several four-color illustrations; Plan- 
ets, Stars and Space is printed in deep 
blue. The volumes can be opened easily 
for use with an opaque projector. Some 
material would suffer in rebinding. In the 
set under review a few pages are already 
partly obscured in the inner margin. 

The Creative Science Series is an in- 
formative and timely tool, stressing the 
visual approach, for augmenting and en- 
riching the reading of children interested 
in the sciences, especially those in junior 
high school. It is recommended for school 
and public libraries where additional sup- 
plementary science material is needed. 


Subject Guide to Books in Print: An In- 
dex to the Publishers’ Trade List An- 
nual, 1957. Edited by Herbert B. Ans- 
taett and Sarah L. Prakken. New York,

This is a new publication, based on 
Books in Print, the author-title-series in- 
dex to the Publishers’ Trade List Annual, 
and the publishers plan to revise it annu- 
ally. The editorial and mechanical meth- 
ods used to produce Books in Print, which 
first appeared in 1948, have now been 
adapted to produce the Subject Guide also. 
Editorial work is done at the Fackenthal 
Library of Franklin and Marshall College 
in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, during the 
summer months under the direction of the 
librarian, Herbert B. Anstaett, and Sarah 
L. Prakken, a Franklin and Marshall fac- 
ulty member. ; 

Books found in the 1957 Publishers’ 
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Trade List Annual are listed under Li- 
brary of Congress subject headings in the 
Subject Guide. The Publisher’s Preface 
states that books from 861 publishers are 
included. The preface to Books in Print 
points out that the lists of certain pub- 
lishers are incomplete and that the lists 
of certain others, notably three publishers 
of acting editions of plays and some text- 
book publishers, are lacking altogether. It 
would have been helpful if this informa- 
tion had been repeated in the Subject 
Guide. Besides the major trade publish- 
ers, many other sources, not primarily 
book publishers, such as the American As- 
sociation of University Women, Cincinnati 
Milling Machine Company, Enoch Pratt 
Free Library, and St. Mary’s Abbey, are 
represented. Federal and state publica- 
tions are not included. A Directory of 
Publishers lists the names and current ad- 
dresses of all publishers whose books are 
listed. 

Not all books listed in the publishers’ 
trade lists appear in the Subject Guide. 
The introductory section, How to Use Sub- 
ject Guide to Books in Print, explains the 
omissions and lists them as follows: fic- 
tion, “except where a work’s background 
(geographical, historical, social, etc.) has 
seemed extensive and authentic enough to 
warrant mention”; volumes of poems by a 
single author; separate plays; most juve- 
nile fiction; Bibles as such; and books 
priced at less than 25 cents. Despite these 
stated omissions, headings such as Poetry 
of Places and subdivisions for Fiction, 
Poetry, and Drama under names of per- 
sons and places bring out much such ma- 
terial usefully. Because the publishers’ 
current trade lists include announcements 
of books not yet published, the Subject 
Guide contains entries for forthcoming 
books, some complete and some listed as 
“in preparation.” The Publisher’s Preface 
states that approximately 91,000 books are 
listed. 

The information given about each book 
usually consists of name of author or edi- 
tor (fullness varies), title, subtitle if any, 
edition if other than the first, series in 
some cases, number of volumes if more

than one, indication of illustrations if any, 
imprint date, current price, and publisher. 
Paper binding is indicated. Children’s 
books not set apart under a separate head- 
ing such as California—History, Juvenile 
are identified by an indication of grade 
level, thus (3-4). A one-page Key to Ab- 
breviations precedes the body of the book. 
Some titles appear under two, three, or 
more headings just as they would in a dic- 
tionary card catalog, and the same amount 
of information is given in each case. The 
adequacy and accuracy of the information 
depend largely on the publisher’s trade 
list from which it is taken. 

Books are listed in the Subject Guide 
under the headings assigned by the Li- 
brary of Congress insofar as that was pos- 
sible. The choice of Library of Congress 
subject headings seems a reasonable one 
since these are widely used in American 
libraries. The Sears headings, used in 
many other libraries and in the “Standard 
Catalog Series,” are based on the Library 
of Congress headings, and the headings 
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used in the Cumulative Book Index are 
not widely different. Since Library of 
Congress cataloging has been done by 
many people over many years, bringing 
this work together in one volume revealed 
old-fashioned headings, changes in policy, 
and various discrepancies. Examples of 
some of these problems as well as some of 
the changes made are cited in How to Use 
Subject Guide to Books in Print, and fur- 
ther improvement is promised in succeed- 
ing editions. 

Older books which for some reason have 
not been cataloged by the Library of Con- 
gress or books too new to have been cat- 
aloged were assigned provisional subject 
headings “based on subject information 
specially requested from the publishers. 
The books given such provisional head- 
ings may be identified by the asterisk at 
the end of the entry. As LC headings for 
such books become available, the provi- 
sional headings will be verified or changed 
in future editions... .” 

All subject headings are given in capi- 
tals and indented so that they stand out 
clearly from the book entries. The com- 


plete heading is repeated with each sub- 


division (e.g., Massachusetts—History— 
Colonial period) so that the user does not 
become lost where there are many sub- 
divisions. The complete heading is also 
given at the top of each new page. See 
also references are given, usually in para- 
graph form, immediately under the head- 
ing. The explanatory notes given for some 
subject headings in Subject Headings Used 
in the Dictionary Catalogs of the Library 
of Congress have been included in some 
cases but not in all. These brief state- 
ments limiting or defining headings should 
be extremely helpful to all users and more 
would be welcome. The headings are, of 
course, specific, and the number of sub- 
divisions is that appropriate for the Li- 
brary of Congress. The arrangement of 
the headings is explained in How to Use 
Subject Guide to Books in Print with ex- 
amples of four sequences. Again, some- 
what more explanation here or at the 
beginning of especially complex groups 
would be helpful. It is stated that “some 


91,000 books appear 135,000 times under 
22,000 headings with 28,000 cross-refer- 
ences.” 

The Subject Guide is bound in the same 
green buckram with gold lettering used 
for Books in Print and for the two vol- 
umes of Publishers’ Trade List Annual. 
The paper is of good quality and opaque. 
The volume is smyth sewed and opens 
flat. There are two columns of entries on 
each page with fair margins. The pages 
vary somewhat in blackness. A relatively 
small number of mechanical errors, such 
as lines omitted or in the wrong place, 
were noted in the specific sections checked 
for this review. The volume is a conven- 
ient size for use at desk or table. 

There is at present no other work which 
attempts to list most of the books in print 
in the U.S. by subject. One must go back 
to the “United States Catalog Series” of 
the H. W. Wilson Company for any com- 
parison. The U. S. Catalog: Books in Print, 
January 1, 1928 listed some 1,600 publish- 
ers, including English language publishers 
in Canada. It also included some Fed- 
eral and state documents. Size and paging 
were given in the author entry and the LC 
order number when available, but these 
did not appear in the subject entries. 
However, this great volume took two years 
to prepare and proved to be the last of 
the series. Modern photographic processes 
of reproduction have made possible the 
production of this less comprehensive but 
extremely up-to-date work. Its prepara- 
tion from the publishers’ trade lists rather 
than from the books themselves, its use 
of subject headings assigned by another 
organization, and the speed of its prep- 
aration have led to inevitable sacrifices of 
accuracy and consistency, but in the re- 
sulting work, the advantages seem to out- 
weigh the disadvantages. 

The Subject Guide is intended for the 
use of booksellers, librarians, and all who 
buy trade books. Its primary purpose is 
to show what books on a given subject 
are available at present and to give com- 
plete, accurate, and up-to-date buying in- 
formation on them. This purpose seems to 
have been achieved reasonably well. Li- 
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brarians will find the Subject Guide use-~ 
ful in selecting replacements in subject 
fields, in advising readers who wish to buy 
books, in identifying a book whose subject 
is known but whose author and title have 
been stated vaguely or incorrectly. It has 
some of the reference values of a printed 
subject catalog of a good-sized library. 
The Subject Guide to Books in Print is 
recommended for purchase by all libraries.

Repelled by 
her almost psychopathic hatred of Negroes 
Fisher at last uncovers her long-held se- 
cret, that she is part Negro. Mrs. Langley’s 
suicide and Fisher’s later discovery that he 
was born of a Negro father are the conclud- 
ing events in a compelling novel displaying 
superior craftsmanship, fully realized char- 


acters, and rich insight.

Films 


These reviews are compiled by the 
A.L.A. Office for Adult Education, with the 
cooperation of the A.L.A. Audio-Visual Com- 
mittee, in an effort to encourage wider and 
better use of films by public libraries. The 
films are selected on the basis of technical 
quality, imaginative narration and treatment 
of subject, authenticity, and achievement of 
purpose; point of view and use in the com- 
munity are also noted. This month the films 
have been reviewed by Karline Brown, Pub- 
lic Library of Cincinnati (Ohio) and Hamil- 
ton County; Ida Goshkin, Akron (Ohio) 
Public Library; Norman B. Moore, Rochester 
(New York) Public Library; and John T. 
Parkhill, Library-Community Project, A.L.A. 
All films are 16mm sound and are black and 
white unless otherwise indicated. 


The human side. Continental Films for 
Dept. of Public Welfare, State of Minne- 
sota. Distributor: Mental Health Materials 
Center. 1957. 24min. $125. 


The story of the institutionalized mentally ill 
as told by a one-day-a-week volunteer in a 
mental hospital. The volunteer is chief actor 
and narrator. She tells of the orientation 
course she was given to acquaint her with 
work of the professional staff and types of 
patients under treatment and emphasizes the 
importance of a volunteer in offering patients 
TLC (tender loving care), in assisting paid 
staff in many ways—among them fostering 
patients’ good working habits—and in helping 
to get jobs for patients on their discharge 
from the hospital. The volunteer is also seen 
as a bridge in educating the community to 
acceptance of a mental patient after rehabili- 
tation and in eliminating stereotyped ideas of 
mental illness. Although painstaking effort 
and good technical advice are evident in the 
production, the film is not wholly satisfac- 
tory; a slow, contrived start and some overly 
long sequences detract from its merits. It 
lacks the appeal of Someone who cares 
(Booxkuist 52:412, Je 1 56) and is not quite 
so comprehensive in reviewing patient care 
as The key (Booxuist 54:504, My 1 58). It 
does, however, give an understanding of con- 


ditions and makes an effective personal ap- 
peal for volunteer helpers by showing their 
specific work and contribution. It can justi- 
fiably be included in collections in commu- 
nities where local hospitals or other agencies 
do not have a film on orientation of volun- 
teers. 


Iron Curtain lands (post-Stalin period). 
Grover-Jennings Productions, Inc., 4516 
W. Hermitage Ave., Chic. 40. 1958. 20min. 
$90; color, $175. 

Photographed by Charles Dee Sharp, this 
film examines critically the structure of 
communist society within the Soviet Union 
and more briefly in the satellite countries 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. Showing the 
primitive conditions existing along with an 
advanced technology, the film not only il- 
lustrates and explains the social mores and 
scenes of interest but also some of the less 
attractive aspects of life, especially those 
associated with overcrowded urban living 
conditions that are being corrected slowly 
through a program of slum clearance. Gen- 
eral living conditions in Moscow and some 
rural areas, the training and education of 
the youth, the religious life of the people, and 
the practice of the arts are also given at- 
tention. A brief survey of the history of the 
country and the development of the cultures 
and traditions from ancient times to the 
present provide instances of continuity and 
contrast. All countries of the U.S.S.R. and 
satellite countries are identified on maps but 
actual scenes in all are not given. A bibli- 
ography and supplementary notes are fur- 
nished with the film; the music in the film 
was recorded in Russia. Like the other two 
films on Russia listed below this is a general 
view of conditions today and is suitable for 
showing to young people and adults. There 
is some duplication in the three films; the 
distinctive feature of this is its attempt to 
show the extent of the U.S.S.R. and the 
communist control. 


Looking beyond; story of a film council. 
National Film Board of Canada. 1957. 
19min. $80. 


The case of a community group organized 
for using films for education and discussion 
is ably demonstrated in this film. The group 
is seen at its fifth anniversary meeting when 
the director and other members review its 
history. It all started when the doctor, dis- 
turbed by the needless death of a child, 
blames the community for not carrying on 
a diphtheria immunization program. The 
possibility of convincing the community of 
the need for immunization by showing an 
effective program leads to use of a film. Suc- 
cess with its initial effort establishes the film 
group. Problems of getting the members to 
volunteer help, of delivering films for show- 
ing, handling equipment, and other details 
of operation are gradually overcome. A 
teacher tells what films have meant to chil- 
dren and adults in helping them understand

their work, introducing them to the arts, and 
widening their horizons. As the film ends a 
program on underdeveloped countries is un- 
derway. Although based on a Canadian sit- 
uation the film is useful with U.S. groups for 
its enthusiastic yet practical demonstration 
of the purpose and benefits of a film study 
group. 


Russia. International Film Foundation. 
Distributor: International Film Bureau. 
1958. 24min. color, $250. 


Photographed and narrated by Julien Bryan, 
this film was produced under the direction 
of William Claiborne, assisted by Seymour 
Hymowitz. A historical approach is man- 
aged through the use of czarist shots made 
by an unknown news photographer during 
1905-1910, and the film is brought up to date 
with shots of atomic energy installations and 
jet planes made by Soviet news photograph- 
ers. It is a reasonably objective yet critical 
examination of various aspects of the Soviet 
system—religion, farming, labor, housing, ed- 
ucation, science, politics, and commerce. The 
results of the government’s controls are 
shown, especially in science and education, 
and the individual’s training for his partic- 
ular place in society. Authentic Russian 
music is used throughout. A bibliography 
accompanies the film. Suitable for high school, 
college, and adult audiences. See also the 
two other films on Russia, listed above and 
below. The narration in this attempts at the 
end to point out the significance of Russian 
development to the rest of the world. 


Russian life today; inside the Soviet Un- 
ion. Bailey. 1958. 21min. $100; color, $195. 


An overview of contemporary life within the 
Soviet Union as seen by the film lecturers 
Sylvia and Frederic Christian and Russ Pot- 
ter, the narrator of the film. Traveling ex- 
tensively through the country, they show 
many points of interest together with illus- 
trative examples of the customs, religion and 
worship, training of the youth, and partic- 
ularly the urban and village way of life of 
the Russian people in their daily pursuits and 
on vacation. This has more the tone of a 
tourist-view film with a more conventional 
travel narrative than the other two films on 
Russia listed above, but it is an adequately 
interesting and informative survey that can 
be used with high school and adult audiences.

To describe and explain the major character- 
istics of simple plants and their value to 
mankind this film analyzes the two groups 
known as algae and fungi which have no 
true roots, stems, or leaves and reproduce 
by the simple means of cell division or 
spores. The function of chlorophyll in the 
manufacture of food is explained as well as 
the difference between saprophytes (plants 
getting their food from dead matter) and 


parasites (plants getting their food from a 
living host), and the conditions under which 
both algae and fungi live and grow. The ele- 
mentary treatment of the characteristics of 
these simple plants makes the film of chief 
interest to young audiences but it can also 
be used profitably with adult groups inter- 
ested in nature study. 


Who is Sylvia? National Film Board of 
Canada.

Though a disproportionate amount of print, 
on paper and celluloid, is concerned these 
days with the teen-ager, this Canadian pro- 
duction has a commendable realism, warmth, 
and a refreshing approach to teen-agers’ ap- 
praisal of their peers. Sylvia at fourteen is 
“half child, half woman,” uneasy, self-con- 
scious, full of fears, hopes, dreams, and often 
confusion. For, as her world expands to in- 
clude friends and school, sometimes to the 
exclusion of family, lack of communication 
grows between her and her parents. The 
situation pictures Sylvia’s mother, returning 
from work early and finding an unchaper- 
oned gathering of “the gang” at her home. 
It is a sedate group, but one couple, going 
steady, is dancing and cuddling in the hall. 
Mamma leaves, registering disapproval, and 
the deflated “gang” rapidly evaporates. That 
night Sylvia dreams that she can explain to 
her mother the attitudes of the group and 
that her mother reacts sensibly to the “love- 
birds” as not typical of the group. Sylvia 
asks, “When does someone become a person? 
You can’t when someone’s always telling you 
what to do.” Mother replies that no one can 
do everything he wants to do. End of dream. 
Above average in its presentation of the 
universality of adolescent behavior and more 
practical in approach than Age of turmoil 
(Adolescent development series. McGraw- 
Hill. 1952. 20min. $100). A useful film for 
oriented teachers and child-study groups; if 
shown to teen-agers twelve to fourteen, a 
discussion leader is advisable.
